and taken from the Dunghil, have been

up with Princes: Such were Maximinus, 
Probus, Aurelius, Pertinax, and others; 
who from common Souldiers became 
Emperours; Fephthah and Abimelech, 
tho*' Baſtards, were both Renowned Ge- 
nerals, and famous for their Arms; and 
the Norman Duke William, whom we call 
William the Conquerour, was one. of the 
ſame Claflis. So likewiſe Peter Comeſtor, 
Gratian the Colleftor of the Decretals, 
Lumbard: the Maſter of the Sentences, 
firſt Founder of School ' Divinity, were 
all the Baſtards of Nuns, and all Famous 
for Arts: Agathocles was the. Son of a 
Potter, Abdolominus a Gardiner, Tphi- 
crates and Marius meanly horn, and yet 
came to be Kings of Sicily, Syria, and 
great Potentates. And what ſhall we 
{ſay to Saul and David, of whom Sacred 
Writ tells us, His adde Saulum et Dawi- 
,aem, Aſinas et Oves paſſenter ad Regnum 
pervenientes; the one was taken from 
{eeking Ailes, and the other from follow- 
ing of Sheep, and advanc'd to the King- 
\ dom, 1'Sam. 9. and 16. How-/trange

was! the Exaltation of Coſmns de. Medices | 
| of Florence, whom Machiavel in his: Flo- 
rentine Hiftory tells us; liv'd all his Youth 
obſcure and miſerable ; when on a ſud- 
- 'den' the Sun of his Glory {ſhin'd forth, 
as from under a clond? How was Hun:- 
ades fetch'd out of a Prifon, and Henry 
the Third, of Portugal, out of a Poor 
Monaſtry, to be Crowned Kings? 
|: THESE are ſo many Inſtances of _ 
| the'opreat Uncertainty that all Men meet 
with here in their Purſuit of Honour : 
| Some are the Favourites'of' Providence, 
and from a mean Condition Tais'd ts he 
higheſt Pinacte of Worldly Glory; 'whilft 
others from the Summit of their hopes, 
have in a Moments time been 'thrown 
into'Deſpair, and all the glittering Bright- 
neſs of their Crowns have only ſerv'd to 
light *em to DeſtruQtion: TH 

AND. yet tho' moſt Men ſo unwea- 
riedly purſue this gaudy Idol: Honour, - 
let us a little now conſider what *tis they 
are- the better for't.. And one would 
think that thoſe whom Nature ſends mm- 
tothe World with Crowns upon-their- 

, Heads,

Heads, and Scepters in their Hands, that 
from their Birth are plac'd in ſuch a 
Sphere of Glory that they have nothing 
more to- wiſh for, have all the cauſe that 
y be to eſteem themſelves happy: 
And yetif we Enquire ofthem, whether 


the Dignities that they Enjoy, and the 
high Station they are in, has made em 


happy ? They1l tell us the quite contra- 


Ty. No Good whatever can make a Man 


happy, without it be permanent and laſt- 
ing; and whatever 'tis that is not ſo, 
mulſt needs leave the Soul ſhort of Hap- 


pineſs: And that Honours, I mean 
Worldly Honours, are not permanent, 


15 what I have already prov'd by many, 
and ſome too fatal Inſtances: And yet 


this is'not all, for while they do Enjoy 


'em, they find their Crowns are lin'd 
with Care, and ſometimes made of 
Thorns; nay, oftentimes the Scepter that 
they Weild proves but a Reed, and can- 


not be depended on. ,, And can we think 


ſuch Crowns and Scepters can Cure the 
Chagrin of the Mind, or keep off Cares 


and rick, from hovering about '<m? 
No,

No, on the. Contrary, it is the Crown 
that brings 'em, and the Scepter that at- 
tracts 'em. O Crown, {aid the great Per- 
fran Monarch, He that did but know how 
heavy thou'ſitteſt on the Head, would hardly 
take thee up, tho' be ſhou'd meet thee on his 
way. This Prince gave Law to the whole 
World, and each. Man's Fortune was 
what he pleasd to make it; and there- 
fore to appearance cou'd give to every 
Man Content ; and yet he here confefles 
he wanted it himſelf. And what better 
Account can rhe reſt give us, if they will 
ſpeak their Minds Impartially? 'And 
here IT will not ask of Dzonyſ#as the Ty- © 
rant of Sicily, who was more content 
- with a handful of Twigs, to Whip the 
. little Children of Cormmth in x School, 
than with the Scepter wherewith he had ' 
beaten all Sicily: Nor will we ask of _ © 
Sylla, who having robb'd the common .* 
wealth of Rome, (which had her ſelf be- "3 
fore robb'd the whole World) never _ . 3 
found means of Reſt in himſelf; Nor, .” 
to-come nearer home, will we Enquire of 
Charles the Royal Martyr, the luſtre of 
whole 
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— 
whoſe Crown did only ſerve to Tempt 
his Enemies, not only to. take it from his 
Head, but even to take his Head off too; 
and whoſe Scepter was too weak to over- 
come the Force of Armed Rebels: Nor. 
will we ask of his two Exil'd Sons, of 
which the Eldeſt endur'd twelve years of 
Baniſhment ere he Enjoy'd his Crown ; 
and he who ſtill ſurvives, warn'd by his 
Royal Father's Tragick End, was torc'd 
to fly for Refuge to a Neighbouring 
Monarch, whoſe Generous Goodnels has 
ever fince ſupported him. It is of none 
of theſe Unhappy Princes that we will 
ask what Happineſs they, found in Ho- 
nours: - But ſurely Solomoy may very well 
be Eſteem'd Capable of giving the beſt 
Anſwer to this Queſtion ; who' had ar- 
rivd to all the Honour that the World 
1s capable of giving, both with reſpect to | 
his fingular Wiſdom, which without 
- doubt made him a very competent Judge 
of this matter; as well as for that vaſt At- 
fluence of Riches which he had amaſs'd 
together; and more eſpecially for that 
ls of heart he had to make uſe of 
it ; 
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it: And yet this is the Summa Totalis of 


all his Honour and Glory, That all 3s 
Vanity and Vexation of Spirit. 


BUT becauſe we will have more than | 


one Mans Opinion, let us ask of the Em- 
perour Auguſtus, who'Peaceably poſleſt 
the whole World, and . we ſhall hear 
him bewailing: his Life paſt, and among 
infinite Toils wiſh for the Reſt of the 
meaneſt of his Subjeds, eſteeming that a 
happy Day that would eaſe: him of his 
infupportable Greatneſs, and {ufter him 
to. live quietly among the leaſt, | 

AND if we Enquire of Tiberias his 
Succefſor,. he will rell-us, That he holds 
the Empire as a Wolf by the Ears; and 
that, if he con d do it without danger of be- 
ing bitten, he wou d gladly let it.go :* Com- 
plaining of Fortune for lifting: him ſo 
high, and then taking away the ;Ladder 
that he con'd not get down. 


IF we ask Diockſian, a Prince of © 


great Wiſdom and Vertue, in. the Opi- 


nion of the World; he will prefer his _

© AND, to conclude this Head, if we 
Enquire of the Emperour Charles the 
Fifth, who is generally eſteem'd the moſt 
happy that hath liv'd theſe many Ages, 
He will Curſe his Conqueſts, Vidtories 
and Triumphs; and not be aſham'd to 
own, That he hath felt more good in 
one day of his Solitude, than in all his 

. Triumphant Lite. ; 
' NOW how can we imagime thole 
happy in this imaginary Honour and 

Greatneſs, who think themſelves unhap- 
py in it? And eſpecially, fince they 
profeſs that Happineſs confiſts in being 
Leſſer, and not Greater. In a word, 
whatever Happineſs Honour and Ambi- 
con promileth, it 15 nothing elſe but ſuf- 
fering of much Evil to get more. Men 
think by daily climbing higher to make 
themſelves happy, and yet the height 
whereunto they '{o paintully aſpire, 1s 
the height of Miſery it ſelf. 

BUT having thus confider d both the 
Uncertainty and Vanity of Worldly Ho- 
nour, it is neceſſary to ſee what uſe is to 
be made of it, before we proceed any

what it is that has provok'd the Al- 
| mighty againſt them? He afligns this as 
'# the reaſon of all, in the latter End of the 
jj 15th Verſe, Tour hands are full of Blood. 
\# This is alſo farther Evident from the Ex- 
# ample of King Saul, who was a Bloody 
| Man, notonly in commanding the Prieſts 
of the Lord, even Fourſcore and five Per- 
{ons that wore a linnen Ephod, to be 
fain, but alſo becauſe he 7A. to flay 
the Gibeonites, under a pretence of Zeal 
to the Children of Iſrael and Frdab, 


2 Sam. xXi. 2. But theſe things brought | | 


down publick Judgments upon the Land 
ſeveral years after ; for when jathe Reign 
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of David there was a famine in the Land 
for three Years, and-David Enquired of 
the Lord to know the cauſe thereof, he 
was anſwered, It is for Saul, and for bis 
Bloody Houſe ; and nothing cou'd appeaſe 
God's Anger, will ſeven of Sauls Sons were 
hang'd on that account: So loudis the cry 
of Innocent Blood againſt the ſhedders 
thereot. 

LET us now Enquire how far weare 
concern'd in the guilt of this Sin alſo: 
And ſhou'd we go abour to clear our ſelves 
herein, the very Gates of the great City 
- the Kingdom wou'd cry olit againſt 

: And alj the Welt of England would 
eeſtific the contrary to us. I am well af- 
ſured that our Royal Maſter is not a 
Prince that does delight in Blood, and I 
wiſh with all my heart, that I cou'd fay 
as much for all his Servants: Bur alas! 
How many are there that under a pre- 
tence of Zeal for the King's Service, have 
executed their own Private Revenge; and 
' thereby exceedingly diflerv'd the King,on 
whom the Odium always lay: We all 


know there was a Rebelhon inthe _

of England, and there 1s no queſtion but 
Juſtice requir'd ſome Examples ſhou'd be 
made: But had the Kings Miniſters (to 
whom he intirely left it) made as much 
uſe of Mercy as they did of Juſtice, I am 
{ure they wou'd haye. done the King more 


- Service; and I have reaſon to be of this 


Opinion, fince Solomon tells us, (who had 
alſo a Rebellion 'broke forth ar the be- 
ginning of his Reign, againſt him) That 
the Kings Throne 1s Eftabliſh'd by Mercy. 
But T will ſay no more of that, becauſe 
thoſe who were the chief Inſtruments 
therein, have long fince givenan Account 
of their Actions before a higher Tribu- 
nal, where they have receiv'd the juſt Re- 
compence of their Reward. Andit there 
be any of us yet alive that have been con- 
cern'd in ſhedding of Innocent Blood, or 
that have purſu'd our own Revenge un- 
der a ſhew either of Loyalty or Juſtice, 
they have great reaſon to acknowledge 
their Sin, and to humble their Souls be- 
fore God, and take ſhame to themlelves, 
as having, to the utmoſt of their Power, 
therein brought down the Judgments of 

| E 2 F God 
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(6) 

God both upon our King and on his Peo- 
ple. As to my ſelf, I can appeal to the 
Searcher of Hearts, that I was grieved to 
fee that Effufion of Chriſtian Blood, and 
wou'd have prevented it, had ir lain in 
my Power; and asI had an Opportunity, 
I ſhew'd Mercy; and where I cou'd not, 
I have not been wanting to pray that the 
guilt of that Blood might not fall upon 
the King, nor on his Royal Iflue. For 
even then my fore-boding Soul had great 
apprehenfions that it wou'd cry loud for 
Vengeance. 

BUT inthe Fourth Place, Opreſſron 
and Injuftice, 1s amother crying Sin that 
brings down Judg'ments on a Nation. 
To this, the Word of GOD abundantly 
bears Witneſs: Hence it 15 that God fo 


_ often complains, That they Fudge not the 
Fatherleſs, neither dot/5 the Cauſe of the 


Widow come unto them ; .but every one loveth 


Gifts, and followeth after Rewards ;, and 


that he looked for Fuigment, but behold 
Oppreſſzon , for Righteon'| ne f, but behold a 
Cry: And therefore thi2 Prophet Tſajah 
exhorts them, if they ex pe& Mercy, to 


ſeek

eek Tudgment, relieve the Oppreſſed, judge 
rs Fre and plead de e if iÞe 
Widow. threatning that if they refusd, 
they fow's be devour d with the Sword 
for the Mouth of the Lord bad Spoken it. 
And 1n another Place the Prophet com- 
plains, That Fudgment is turned away back- 
ward, and Tuftice fiandeth afar off ; for 
Truth is fallen in the ſtreet, and Equity 
cannot enter : And for this God threatens 
that the whole Land ſhall be deſolate; and 
that the Earth ſhall mourn, and the Hea- 
ens above ſhall be black: Thele things 
ſufficiently declare the dreadful conſe- 
quences and effe&s of Injuſtice and Op- 
preſſion; And that it brings down Nati- 
onal Judgments. t 
LET us now Enquire how far we are 
concern'd in the Guilt of this Sin. And 
I am afraid that neither in this ſhall we 
be able to acquit our ſelves; for tho I 
wou'd notbe thought tocharge my Royal 
Miſter in this matter, yet I am very ſure 
that thoſe through whoſe hands the Ad- 
miniſtration of Aﬀairs then pafled, made 


lo many falſe ſteps, that they can by no 
E 3 means | 


S . FD 
means be acquitted of Injuſtice, as well as 
great Imprudence: And this I am the 
bolder to ſay, becauſe it was for Their 
Miſ-management, that the King now ſut- 
fers. And that chis may the better ap- 
pear, I will deſcend to a few Particulars. 
TO fay nothing of Turning the Welt 
into a Slaughter-houſe, and making ſuch 
a ſhambles of the Roads and High-ways 
there; exerciſing this Cruelty upon many 
that the whole Country knew were al- 
together innocent of that for which they 


_ ſuffer'd, which was the ready way to bring 
. an Odium upon the King, by making the 


People believe that he was as Inexorable 
as his Miniſters: I ſay, To paſs by this, 
having before ſaid ſomething of it, It was 
undoubtedly a great Piece of Injuſtice to 
{et upa New Court for the Management 
of Eccletiaſtical Afﬀairs, contrary to the 
Expreſs Laws of the Land; whereby the 
Church and Clergy of England were Sub- 
jected to the Wills of ſome Men that were 
Enemies to both; who made the Kings 
Authority a ſtaulking-horſe to their own 
private Malice and Revenge, and thereby 


put 
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| pur many fears into the Hearts of thoſe 
_ that were the King's beſt Friends, who 
cou'd not but fore-ice the fatal Tendency 
of ſuch Proceedings. 

IT. was likewiſe a great Piece of In- 
juſtice to ſuſpend the Right Reverend the 
Biſhop of London from the Exerciſe of his 
Paſtoral charge, for that which in it ſelf was 
no offence; the {aid Biſhop having ated 
(at leaſt in that Aﬀair) with all that 
Caution and Prudence which the Dury 
of his Place requir d. Which befides che 
Injuſtice and Oppreflion of it, was a great 
diflervice to the King; in diſquieting the 
Minds of his good Subjects, who began 
' to grow doubtful wherero ſuch things 
might tend; and many of 'em (as the 
Event too ſadly ſhew'd) began to enter- 
tain {uch thoughts of his Majeſty, as was 
Inconſiſtent with rheir Duty ; and might 
have forewarn'd the Authors of thoſe Ir- 
regular Actings, that,that which wasrheir 
Sin, wou'd quickly be their Puniſhment, 
- THE Declaration for Liberry of Con» 
ſcience, (tho' it might indeed thew the 
Kings Lenity to Difſenters) was certainly 
a falſe ſtep in the Adviſcrs, both as it 


(72) 
put too great a Power into-the Diſſen- 
ters hands, who had been lately ſo ſe- 
verely Proſecuted as alſo becaule it was 
expreſly againſt Law: For tho' the Dil- 
{enters might have been connivd at in 
their different Way of Worſhip (which 
wou'd have ſatisfy'd them, and have been 
{ſerviceable to the Governmenr, in ma- 
king them eaſfie,, and ſo keeping them 
quiet: Yet to make 'em capable of hold- 
ing Offices in Corporations, and ſetting 
'em upon an Equal Foot with the Church 
of England (or rathet above it) was'too 
bold a ſtroke at once; and made the Peo- 
ple too much inclin'd to think it was de- 
ſlipn'd to ſerve another Intereſt, rather 
than that of Proteſtant Diſſenters. And 
tho' in this I am Verily perſwaded of the 
King's Sincerity aud Uprightneſs, I can- 
nor be ſo of ſome thar were very near 
him, and to whom he cou'd' ſcarce deny 
any thing. | 

THERE was alſo another falle ſtep 
In the putting out of this Declaration, 
and which was a great piece both of In- 
juſtice and Oppreſſion, and that was, 
E 4 The

The Enjoyning it to be ſent to the Bi- 
ſhops of every See, to be by them 
ordered to be read by their Reſpective 
Miniſters in each Dioceſs. Why ſhould 
the Biſhops be deny'd Liberty of Con- 
ſcience, when it was granted to Diflen- 
ters? And why could not the Diſlenters 
enjoy the Liberty of their Conſciences 
without the Biſhops being enjzoyn'd to 
read the Declaration, which they knew 
to be contrary to the Law, and therefore 
Illegal? Notthat the Biſhops were againſt 
Indulgence to Difſenters, when it ſhould 
be propos'd in Parliament, but they then 
ſaw there was latet in Angnzs, a Snake in 
the Graſs, which many were not aware 
of: And that the Biſhops ſhou'd be Im- 
priſon'd in the Tower, for Refuling to 
do that which was againft theit Conſci- 
ences, was certainly a very falſe ſtep in 
the Adviſers, beſides a great piece of In- 
Juſtice: And I am very ſorry that the 
fatal Conſequence thereof was no more 
perceiv'd by the King and his Miniſters. 
I have however, this Conſolation in my 
Self, That what I ated at that time, was 


out - 
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out of Duty both to God and the King: 
and that I am no way to be charg'd with 
what afterwards follow'd thereupon; and 
if I was at all miſtaken, or acted beyond 
what I ought to have done, I humbly 
Pardon both of God and the King; 
being well afſurd in my own Integrity, 
and that it was without any Evil Defign. 
I did indeed ſoon perceive of what 11l- 
Conſequence it would be to his Majeſty, 
and what Improvement | his Enemies 
wou'd make of it; but it was not in my 
power to help it 
THE Violent Proceedings againſt the 
Preſident and Fellows of Magdalen-Col- 
ledge in Oxſord, was alſo very Unjuſt and 
Oppreflive, and a very falſe ſtep, both im 
the Adviſers and Actors: And what I 
cannot remember, when I confider what 
effect it had upon the People, without 
great Compaſlion to his Majeſty; who 
by the Violent Paſſions of ſome hot and 
fiery Spirits, was precipated into ſuch fa- 
tal Counſels; where all the Profit would 
redound to others, but all the Odium reſt 


upon the King. As tothe Fellows,-I muſt 
own

own they did but their Duty, and they 
could not chuſe otherways then accor- 
ding to the Statutes of the Colledge. And 
indeed to compel them to doit, was both 
againſt Law,and againſtthe Kings Decla- 
ration for Liberty of Conſcience, which 
ſurely extended to them as well as to 
others, they having the ſame Plea. 

I T is not without cauſe that I have 
ſo largely inſiſted on theſe ſeveral Inſtan- 
ces of Injuſtice and Oppreſlion : Forthele 
things carry'd the Evident Tokens of Di- 
vine Diſpleaſure along with 'em, and 
were afterwards made the chief Motives 
for Introducing the late Revolution - 
Which tho' it was too wide a ſtretch, and 
very unreaſonably urg'd ſo far, (tor a 
Chimney that {moaks may be mended, 
without any danger of the Houle berng 
pull'd down) yet was it ſuch a Rebuke 
to the Authors of thoſe precipitate Coun- 
| ſels, that (as I ſaid before) they might 
eaſily ſee their Sin in their Puniſhment; 
nor ſhou'd I have at all mourn'd their 
Fate, had they not *ifivolv'd 'my Royal 
Maſter in the ſame Ruine with them. 

- UPON 
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UPON a ſerious Reflection on the 
fore-mentioned Sins, and our own guilt 
therein, we may plainly diſcern that it 
is not without very great Cauſe, that it 
has pleas'd God to bring theſe Afictions 
upon us; And that we have reaſon to 
Joyn in that Confeſſion of the Church-1n 
the Lamentations, The Lord is Righteous,
